•k. Must Raise Standard 

These conditions can be met only by 
recognizing the following fundamental 
le i principles: 

p _ The average standard of the fruit 
xt j that leaves the state must be raised, 
e . j both in grade and in keeping quality, 
i Tlie grade of fruit depends primarily 
i on the grower and secondarily on the 

- | grading in the packing house. The 
keeping quality depends on the care in 
handling the fruit in the groves and 
packing houses. The by-product in¬ 
dustry must be developed to utilize 
the lower grades that now are shipped. 
Fruit of good eating quality only 

j can be shipped in the future if the in- 
j dustry is to maintain its integrity with 
the consumer. The shipment of imma¬ 
ture or frost injured fruit, or of mis- 
! branded varieties, within the state, or 
I in interstate commerce should be made 
a state and federal offense. 

The distribution of the oranges and 
lemons of each grower must be uni¬ 
form throughout the year on a mer¬ 
chandizing basis; neither the grower 
| or shipper can speculate on the mar¬ 
ket. The fruit must go forward natur¬ 
ally from each grove during the period 
when it possesses the best quality for 
j that district. Regular distribution In- 
. creases consumption; it stabilizes the 
business of tile shipper, the jobber, and 
the retailer. It furnishes the consumer 
| a supply at the lowest average price 
, and gives the producer the highest 
, average return because the product is 
, handled by everyone at a reasonable 
! distributing profit. The distributing 
! cost of citrus fruit after it reaches the 
jobber, like many other food products, 

; represents approximately 45 per cent 
, of the consumer's cost. Erratic, spec¬ 
ulative distribution increases the dis- 
i tributing costs: it results in a lower 
I price to the producer and a higher cost 
i to the consumer. 

Relation of Advertising 
Primarily the function of our adver- 
tising is to increase the consumption 
of citrus fruits. To do this it is neces¬ 
sary to have a brand around which we 
can build our advertising arguments. 
This brand is the consumer's protec¬ 
tion. It is his guaranty as to the qual¬ 
ity of the fruit. In other words, we 
want him to feel that all he needs to 
know about an orange or lemon is. 
that it is SUNK1ST. We must make 
the consumer realize that the name 
SFNKIST on an orange or lemon 
means just what the sterling mark 
j means on silver. Our advertising will 
create in the minds of the consumer a 
I public consciousness of the food value 
j of oranges and lemons. This can only 
| be done by maintaining the highest 
possible standard of quality, for unless 
an article has quality, it cannot be 
successfully advertised. The perma- 
! nent prosperity of the citrus industry 
depends on getting a sufficient number 
of people to use oranges and lemons, 
and this can most thoroughly and 
economically be accomplished by giv¬ 
ing the public tlie reasons WHY they 
should use them, and suggesting to 
them the various ways in which they 
can be served. 

Support of the University 
The growers must give their loyal 
support to the State University and to 
the United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture in their investigations of the 
difficulties which beset the production 
and handling of the crop. The progress 
of the industry in solving these prob¬ 
lems will be proportional to the sup- 
porl which these institutions receive. 

No wiser appropriation of public funds 
Is made than that which relates to the 
upbuilding of the agricultural resourc- 
i cs of a state.

Dr. Beverly Thomas Galloway, the 
newly elected (lean and director of the 
New York State College of Agricul¬ 
ture at Cornell university, has spent 
his entire life in the service of agricul¬ 
ture. He began his career as an in¬ 
structor in the Missouri State college, 
was for many years the head of the 
bureau of plant Industry of the United 
States department of agriculture and 
since 1913 has been assistant secreta¬ 
ry of agriculture. 

Dr Galloway was born in 18(53 in 
Millersburg. Mo., his father, a native 
of Kentucky, having been one of the 
pioneer settlers in the state. After the 
civil war the Galloways moved to Co¬ 
lumbia, the site of the Missouri State 
university. There Dr. Galloway's ca¬ 
reer may be said to have begun. 

He began at once to specialize in 
plant pathology, a subject in which 
only one or two institutions in the 
United States were then doing any 
work An offer of the place of assist¬ 
ant botanist in the United States de¬ 
partment of agriculture he declined be¬ 
cause it would hove interfered with 
these investigations, hut when con¬ 
gress appropriated a small sum of 
money in 1887 for tlie study of plant 
diseases he became assistant patholo

VACANT LOTS AND WATER 
SYSTEMS 


Gems In Terse 


Do You Want 
a Modern Home 


Monrovia Messenger, lais Angeles 
has-issued an edict that the ‘'unim¬ 
proved lot" speculator must bear his 
proportion of the city water system 
tux. There is a law which give mu¬ 
nicipalities authority to tax unim¬ 
proved lots for the support of the wa¬ 
ter system. The Civic Association is 
now perfecting a plan hy which every 
vacant lot in Iais Angeles will pay its 
proportion of the water tax. The plan 
is to assess the water tax "per front 
foot," and every foot of property will 
then pay Its Just proportion of the 
water tax. 

The same law and spirit should I o 
applied in Monrovia, an<l in all oilier 
towns where tin- speculator is In evi¬ 
dence. 

Take the condition in Monrovia • s 
an illustration: There are vacant lots 
all over town, and many of them prom¬ 
inent corners, all desirable property. 
In many instances these lots have he. n 
owned hy the same persons, ten, fif¬ 
teen, and twenty years, and many 
even longer. These vacant lots priv 
only general taxes—a petty sum of 
$5.(10 or $6.00 annually. The owners 
of the lots on either side have h:i.t 
homes and helped to build up and s ip- 
port the water system. He h..s mu '.e 
the property of the speculator val i- 
uble, and the speculator has never 
contributed a cent of the cost and op¬ 
eration of the water system. 

But, you say, the owner does not 
occupy the property and therefore can¬ 
not use the water. Very true. But the 
city lias been to the expense ol' de¬ 
livering water to every lot in the town, 
and therefore every lot should pay its 
proportion of the maintenance of ih- 
water system. Those who reside li -r . 
and build homes, and improve the 
town increasing the value of the spec¬ 
ulator's lot possibly 1000 per tent, 
should not be compelled to hear the 
burden simply because he lives here.

There is no place like the house of

Rose Eytinge Once Extemporized the 
Entire Part of Lady Isabel In “East 
Lynne”—How John Brougham Made 
a Hit Without His Leading Lady. 

Quick wit has saved many an embar¬ 
rassing situation, turned many a seem¬ 
ingly disastrous failure Into success. 
Politics, literature, courtesy, all are 
served hy quick tongue and ready 
word. 

Actors, as well as business men, have 
special use for quick wit, so often do 
they need help out of a difficulty dur¬ 
ing the play. A college performance 
was saved from wreckage by one of 
the young actors. 

One of the cast, a hoy easily upset, 
hud just given his line, “All 1 need Is 
an advertisement," when half of his. 
stage mustache fell off. 

“Oh, no," said the ready youth be¬ 
side him, seeing his embarrassment; 
"what you need Is a hair restorer.” 

And under cover of the laughter the 
victim had a chance to recover himself. 

it was surely the same readiness 
tiia I enabled Rose Eytinge to go 
through one of the most extraordinary- 
experiences any actress ever had In 
San I-’rancisco she was ouce asked to 
till Mary Anderson’s place at short 
notice, appearing with the local stock 
company. Tile play was to be "East 
Lynne.” By singular chance, no prompt 
book could be found, nor could they 
secure a copy of the novel. Miss Ey¬ 
tinge protested that it would be im¬ 
possible for her to play, as she had 
never so much as seen the piece. That 
fact they refused to believe More¬ 
over. to add to her difficulty, though 
all the company claimed to know tile 
old drama backward, no one seemed, 
to have an idea of the lilies she, as 
Lady Isabel, would have to speak 
“Oh. that'll be all right." said John 
McCullough, tin- manager, to whom she- 
appealed. "Just you soli and look sorry, 
and It will go.” 

So Miss Eytinge, rattier than cause 
the loss of closing the theater, went on 
totally unprepared to act in an abso¬ 
lutely unfamiliar play 
Tom Keene, the Archibald Carlisle, 
instructed her In the proper emotion 
from scene to scene. "Now she’s a 
jealous cat, a jealous cat." lie would 
whisper. "Now she's kitteny.” "Now 
she's sorry she was such a fool." "Now 
she wants her young ones." "Now she 
up and dies." 

Tin- performance seemed to cause en¬ 
tire satisfaction to the audience, and 
McCullough, as he generously handed 
over half the receipts to the heroine of 
the hour, declared.

The au¬ 
dience had assembled before her ab¬ 
sence was discovered by the manager 
and star As It was that play or noth¬ 
ing. Brougham, who was famed for his 
witty impromptu speeches, went before 
the curtain and suggested giving the 
piece without Pocahontas. He recalled 
the old story of the actor who played 
Hamlet so execrably that on the fol¬ 
lowing night the tragedy was given 
with that character omitted by request. 

"Now, if ‘Hamlet’ can tie acted with 
out the hero,” he remarked, "why not 
•Pocahontas' without the heroine? Of 
course you are all aware of the fact 
that ‘Pocahontas' is a much greater 
play than ’Hamlet.’ Even if you do not 
know that, 1 do, and I might to, for l 
wrote It myself Are you willing to 
try It?" 

"Go ahead!" came the cries from the 
audience, who settled themselves back 
to see the result 

The burlesque proceeded as usual 
until the entrance music was played 
for Pocahontas: then, turning toward 
the audience. Brougham, as Powhatan, 
sadly began: "Ladies and gentlemen,

8POTS FROM A GOWN.

If you have a cloth gown 
which has been spotted with 
grease in any way. these spots 
can be removed by working at 
them from the back—In other 
words, from the wrong side of 
the dress material. Rub Into 
each spot all the French chalk 
that It will retain and let It stay 
all night. Then lay blotting or 
tissue paper over the chalk and 
press with a warm Iron. The 
grease will begin to draw out 
on to the blotter or tissue paper. 
This must be changed as the 
grease appears. The minute the 
grease Is visible on the blotter 
or tissue paper the spotted sec¬ 
tion must be torn off and fresh, 
clean sections substituted. 

When all of the grease has 
been drawn up, so that the blot¬ 
ter Is no longer soiled when the 
iron Is passed over the spots, 
then brush out all the chalk, 
and the spots will probably have 
disappeared. There may remain, 
however, on the right side a 
slight stain, which Is not really 
grease, but only adherent dust. 
This should then be sponged off 
with ammonia, and it will be 
found all traces of grease will 
have vanished.

The United States census 
ment at Washington has just issued a 
bulletin dealing with the ownership of 
I,os Angeles county homes. The im¬ 
portant facts contained in the bulle¬ 
tin relative to this county are as fol¬ 
lows: 

There are 127.3152 homes in Los An¬ 
geles county. 

Farm House* 

Of this number 6,815 are farm homes. 

Two thousand eight hundred and 
ihlrty-one of the farm homes are 
owned by their occupants and are free 
f mortgaged incumbrance. 

The mortgaged farm homes number 
1,951. 

Renters occupy 1.932 farm homes in 
this county. 

Urban Homes 

Out of a total of 127.362 homes in 
the county 120,547 are urban homes. 

There are 57.380 urban home own¬ 
ers in the county. 

Of this number 25,370 are mortgaged. 

Thlrty-ione thousand one hundred 
and forty-four of the urban owned 
homes are free of incumbrance. 

There are 59,563 rented urban homes 
in the county. 

The census enumerators were un¬ 
able to secure data pertaining to the 
ownership of a small percentage of 
both the rural and urban homes In this 
county. 


Now that the primary election is 
over and candidates are selected it Is 
necessary for the public to give atten¬ 
tion to pending legislation to be voted 
on at the November election. Among 
the Important laws is the "Non-Sale 
•if Game” law passed by the last legis¬ 
lature and designed to protect the wild 
life of California from complete de¬ 
struction.
